The petition-is sworn to before a Commissioner, 
and twenty days notice is then given to the 
creditors in some newspaper, M-ths Court"shall 
diwct. If no objection is made the petitioner is 
declared Bankrupt, and notice is then given by 
publishing in some newspaper seventy days, and 
withiu ninety days" from the "declaring" him "a 
Bankrupt the Court gives him a certificate of 
discharge. An Assignee appointed by the Court 
takes the property at the time the debtor is de- 
clared a bnnkrupt, and settles the estate. 


Creditors prove their claims before ajny one of 


the Commissioners and the ""dividend's are to'be 
made to all who prove their claims prorata. 


The Coi»misiioners -perform substantially the
